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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in essence on page 8 "...The 
nop fields illustrated in Figures 5 and 6 of Nishioka et al are instructions with the original or expanded execute packet and not the no 
operation machine word claimed. Note that Nishioka et al fails to disclose the decoding of instructions into machine words as 
claimed..." This has not been found persuasive. Nishioka states that the expansion means converts the compress instruction code into 
a directly executable expanded instruction code (Nishioka column 7, lines 31-35). In order for instructions to be directly executable, the 
instrucitons must be in machine word format. As taught in Nishioka in column 8, line 47 to column 9, line 20, the execution units execute 
concurrently based upon the fields read from the VLIW. As taught in Nishioka in column 14, lines 30-37 and column 15, lines 19-55, the 
NOP instruction fields are inserted into an expanded instruction and outputted for execution. It is known in the art ath NOP instructions 
are no operation instructions.. 
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
